Marked 
by Actlte and 
Growing Organization. 
Mrs. Laura 
M. 
Johns, 
national 
organizer of tho Woman's Suffrage 
Association, who 
is 
now 
in tho 
city, is encouraged 
by 
tho 
pros- 
pect of a favorable 
result 
of her 
labors in Arizona. 
Tho 
work 
so 
far has been confined 
to tho 
Gila 
valloy, which she regards 
as 
one 
of tho most delightful 
places sho 
has over visited. 
"Tho meetings," said sho yester- 
day, "wero begun at Willcox where 
1 was 
joined 
by 
Mrs. 
Hughes. 
From Willcox wo went to 
Solom- 
onville, thence to Thatcher, 
Pima 
and 
Lay ton. 
Theso 
meetings 
wero all well attended 
and great 
interest was taken in them. 
"Ono thing of 
especial 
interest 
to Mrs. Hughes 
and 
mo 
as 
ma'ams 
is 
tho 
progress 
mado in tho valloy in educational 
matters. 
Tho schools 
aro 
excel 
lent, 
the 
advancement 
by 
the 
children 
extraordinary, 
and 
the 
discipline as nearly perfect 
as it 
can 
become 
I 
was 
unprepared 
for all tho surprises 
I 
saw. 
For 
instance, at Thatcher I 
found 
an 
extensive 
artificial 
ico 
plant, 
creamery and cold 
storage 
room. 
Tho examination of tho machinery 
was very interesting 
to 
mo. 
Tho 
fruit trees and gardens everywhere 
wero sweet with 
bloom 
and 
al- 
together it is ono of the most

lightful localities I have over seen. 
"Last Wednesday night wo wero 
at Bowio where wo wero

by 
Governor Hughes. 
Wo then went 
to Lordsburg. 
Wo wero met by a 
special which took us 
to Clifton, 
which is one of tho most 
curious- 
ly situated places I over 
saw. 
It 
sits in a bottom of a 
bowl 
whoso 
sides aro tho mountains. 
Tho 
sus- 
pension 
bridge 
across 
tho river 
which divides tho town was gaily 
decorated 
with 
Chinese lanterns 
whoso lights 
wero 
beautifully 
re- 
flected 
in tho waters 
below. 
A 
very interesting 
meeting was ad 
dressed there by Mrs. Hughes and 
mo. 
Tho rccoption 
of our 
argu- 
ments was so cordial that it was 
clear that tho suffrage sentiment is 
strong there. 
Wo wore pleasantly 
entortaincd at 
Clifton, 
Governor 
and Mrs. Hughes by Mr. anil 
Mrs. 
Colquhoun, and I by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hopkins. 
Tho next day Mr. 
Col-quoho- 
arranged a trip 
to 
the 
mines of tho Arizona Copper com- 
pany at Metcalf. 
Tho party was 
accompanied 
by 
Colonel 
Egan. 
Tho trip over tho baby giugo road, 
tho narrowest in America, 
was 
a 
very plesent ono. 
Tho roturn ride 
was like going down a gigantic to 
boggan slide 
"In tho ovening there was a 
re-co- p 
.ion to Mrs. Hughes, and 
after 
fie reception a meeting 
of ladies 
was held at which a civic club was 
organized 
with 
twenty 
members 
and the national 
courso 
of study 
prescribed. 
At nearly every point 
visited strong 
associations, 
ably 
officered, wero formed, none with 
less than twenty 
mombors and ono 
with fortj', 
ono- - 
third 
of 
whom 
wero the most prominent 
men 
of

In all

sociations there are good prospects 
of a growing membership. 
"A great many people called 
in

evening 
to

Governor

A Contest Case lieforo the 1'robato Court 
An Appeal 
Tnken 
Tho proof and 
probato 
of tho 
will of Frank 
Fournos, 
of 
San 
Jose, this county, 
who 
died 
Jan- 
uary 
21st last, 
camo 
up 
before 
Probato Judgo Cluff last week. 
It 
will bo romembored that tho will 
was executed January lfith last, 
tho day after Mrs. Fourncs was ad- 
judged insano 
boforo 
tho Probate 
Court. 
As tho will only gave the 
afllictcd 
wife 
tho 
trivial 
sum 
of 
S100.00 and provided that after all 
debts wero paid tho rcmaindor 
of 
the estate of 1G0 acres of land and 
other pioporty was to go to parties 
in France, District Attorney Jones 
immediately took steps to prevent 
tho estate from being disposed of 
in that way, inasmuch as the 
wifo 
was a ward of tho county and 
ter- 
ritory, and confined in tho asylum 
at Phonix at public expense 
Upon 
his motion a guardian 
of 
Mrs. Fournes intorsts was appoint- 
ed by Judge Cluff, and steps were 
taken to contest 
tho will. 
Judge 
Moorman represented Amilia 
Via-l- a 
who was named in tho will 
as 
executor without bond. 
After proof had been submitted 
as to the execution of tho will, Mr. 
Jones raised 
tho 
point 
that tho 
will had not been 
executed 
as tho 
law 
provides. 
Arguments 
were 
mado thereon and authorities 
sub- 
mitted by both sides, and after an 
hour's 
deliberation 
Judge 
Cluff 
sustained 
tho objection and held 
that tho will had not been 
execut- 
ed according to law, and was not a 
legal will, which will causo all tho 
property to go to Mrs Fournes 
un- 
der the law of descent in Arizona. 
Upon motion ofMr. 
Jones the 
Probato Judgo appointed Harry L. 
Smith 
guardian 
of Mrs. Fournes' 
estate and also Admistrator of tho 
estate 
of 
tho 
deceased, 
fixing a 
bond in each caso which 
was 
imj 
mediately given.

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FRUIT 
BARK 
BEETLE. 
Although 
n Recent 
Importation 
It Has 
Hoiio Much Harm. 
This insect is comparathely 
new lo 
the farmers 
avsil fmit growers of the 
United States, liming b'en known In 
this country less hnn '.'J years. 
It has 
been a serious pest to 
nrious kinds of 
fruit trees in Germany for o er 50 years, 
and was found 
working1 
upon 
fruit 
trees in the 
cinity of Ehnira, N. V., 
in 1877. It has gradually spread in all 
directions, 
especially 
through 
the 
south and central 
west. It was ob 
served in large numbers in orchards in 
South Carolina in 1885-S- 
and was 
destructive to fruit trees in Illinois in 
1888. 
Two years later it was found in 
Indiana, and is now well established 
throughout 
tho 
central 
Mississippi 
valley. 
My attention 
has been 
called 
to it 
many times during the present ;ear, 
in orchards 
throughout 
central 
and 
southern Illinois. 
It is becomin;.' 
a 
veryrerlous pest, and many oichanlistu 
and 
farmers 
are 
becoming 
gieatly

alarmed. 
It docs not confine 
its 
tacks to fruit trees, but is found work- 
ing en shade and ornamental trets as 
well; usually the maple, elm and moun- 
tain ash. 
Tha beetle 
will 
attack 
perfectly 
healthy trees, bnt has a decided 
pref- 
erence for weak and sickly ones. A tree 
infested with this insect can be capily 
detected by a little careful observation. 
The trunk and larger 
branches 
are 
usually peppered full of little round 
holes, about the size of u pin head. is 
shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion at Fig. 2. 
In many instances the 
gummy exerdation 
from these 
mc-tur- 
is very conspicuous, standing out 
in 
bead-lik- 
e 
masses or running? down 
the branches and trunk. 
I have seen 
many trees, especially cherry, in thin 
condition the present 
season. 
The 
little beetle responsible for this 
mis- 
chief, is about, 
onc-ient- 
of an inch in 
length and 
one-thir- d 
as wide. 
It is 
nearly black in color, somewhat cylin- 
drical in general form, and under a 
glass of moderate power show s a cloth 
ing of yellowish hairs on the head and 
wing covers. 
The head is vertical and 
the Jaws are short and stout. 
The 
beetle is shown in Fig. 1, very much 
enlarged. 
The adult beetle after making a hole 
in the tree, deposits her eggs in Uttlo 
grooves made In the inner bark. 
The young, that hatch from these 
oggs, feed upon the inner bark and sap 
wood, making long channel? running 
'in all 
directions 
from 
the 
central 
giobve. 
These'yoiuig worms frequent- 
ly become sb numerpuans to complete- 
ly girdle the branch or trunk as the 
case may be. 
The young have no feet, 
and are white, with small brown hcadr, 
if the general shape shown in Tig: 3. 
They tiansform in these channels, and 
in d ue time the adults eat their way out, 
thus making moie openings similar lo 
the oues made by the female when 
de- 
positing her eggs. 
There are probabty 
two broods each year. 
One brood de- 
posits its eggs in Septembei and the 
insect 
passes the winter as larvae or 
worms under the bark. 
These trans- 
form In the spring, and begin to emeige 
as adults as early as the middle of 
March. 
I have also found full grown 
Ian ae the last of July. 
The fact that the fall brood passes 
the winter in the larvae state, the first 
remedy that suggests itself, 13 the cut--f 
ing down and destruction, by burning, 
of all infected trees during the winter. 


J would recommend thisprocedurconly 
in extreme cases or where the trees are 
of no special 
value. 
An attempt at ex- 
termination would mean the absolute 
destruction of every tree show ing even 
the least attack. Experimentation with 
various sprays and washes for eontrol-in- g 
this pest has not been carried for- 
ward very rapidly. Trees spruyed w ith 
a strong solution of Bordeaux mixture 
and Tnris green 
combined, 
at about 
double the strength which is generally 
used, 
have 
given 
very promising 
re- 
sults. 
The first application ihould be 
made about April 1 and the second two 
weeks later. 
In order to be most 
the spraying should be done 


1 efore any of Uncharacteristic 
marks 
ot the insect are found upon the trees 
a. it will be much easier to prevent the 
allack than to destroy the beetles after 
they have once entered the tree.

Tronsplantlne; Large Trees. 
Wc prefer doing this in the spring, 
and would prepare for it now. 
If you 
want to move a moderately large tree, 
say, four, five, or even six inches in 
diameter of trunk, next spring, head 
in ita top now all you think ought to be 
done at planting time, tlien mark a ring 
on the ground around and four, five, 
or more feet nway from the stem, 
the distance away depending on tho 
size of the tree. 
Now, along, but out- 
side of this ring mark, dig a narrow 
trench, say, three feet deep, the object 
being to cut away all roots projecting 
beyond it, and fill up the trenchatonce 
with the same boll that came out of it. 
Ry spring the tree will have fuirly re- 
covered from the shock caused by cut- 
ting: in root and top, and may be dug up 
and transplanted with fair chances of 
succe&s.
